During tho mouth of September of this 
year a boy nineteen years old bccaiuo 
consumptive. Ho hved in a hotel and 
•was dciicudent on his own effort"; cs a 
laborer. As a result of bis disouso ho 
was turned out o£ tiirce hotels and re- 
tused uduiisslci: to n public tiospltal. The 
boy is now dead. A man who oefiieadBd 
tho boy wrote as follows: "God hare 
mercy ou us for our neglect of SUOll 
eases." Need wo further ask, is thl» In- 
stitution needed? 

The dcatu-roll from consumptloa In 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and Iq British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. . 

Tne uumber of persons invalided from 
cousimiptlon is nuthoritatively estimated 
to be live times as great as the number 
of deaths therefrom: tlierefore, wo hava 
some sixty Lbousund invalids in Canada, 
aud a thousand in British Columbia 

We have, therefore, before us tbo ap- 
palliug fact that yearly we lose tbo ben- 
efit of tlio services and earning powers 
of thonsntid^. of citizons who are !n- 
rnpacitnted by illness, and others we lose 
outright by death, through this one 
ciiiise — -and thtit a preventable catipe. 
'Jills Is Koinethiug to Ket political ocoo- 
oiuists thinking very seriously, it is a 
rcsoonsibility too vast to be mDuiiured 
by mere liftures, or described iu mere 
laDftuace. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 

or mere experiments are proposed. Tho 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision. aud euitablo, 
chcorfui surroundings, have more tliau 
proved tlieir efficiency. Practically spealf- 
ing, tliese re<iiiisites are obtainable only 
iu a snuitoriiim. 

A further ndvantage connected with 
such uu iii«titution is that the cdmls- 
slou of n patient menus the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; aud when, after treatment, 
sucli person is returned cured, or other- 
wisGj to the ranks of the public, ho or 
she IS an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium Is the care he should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care In disposal of any- 
thing about him wliich would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, contagion; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
and live so that no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlesKness 
on his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from tho lu- 
stitution is, by his traiuiug in tho sani- 
torium, not only impressed with tho nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because of bia knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in bis family and general Bur- 
rouudings an educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than all the litoca- 
turc and arguments of physicians and 
ithorltics on tho subject. 
The conditions as to consumption nre 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it Is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable nnd 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That being so. Inaction is, to say tha 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, iu any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It Is proposed to build a sanitorium Iu 
British Columbia. The provincial gOT- 
ernment nre prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed nil over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build.

Dominion. .\t the same time, wc would 
be I lie last 10 <|itc^(ion the right of any 
section of the cominuniiy to form itself 
into a political party, much as wc niijriii 
be disposed to qiicsliou the judgment 
.shown nt this particiilur time in doin^ 
so. 

No pcoi>le snft'pr niore by disturlicil 
<-oiiditions than iIpjm- who idpiitify 
ihcmsclves with "Lnbor niovenicnts." 
If there is any class in the province, 
■who nrc interested in seeing business 
carried on under favorable condit i'm.'', 
it is they. Thp steadier business is ilie 
bolter and more certain is the iniy roll. 
In this respect their case is idcntieul 
with thiit of the mercantile cIurs, ami, 
i.; our way of looking iil il. niprohants 
and wage-parnprs ought on all cpiestions 
affcptiug the gpnenil prosperity of any 
luiiiitry to be found standing side by 
side. Both need such political condi- 
tions that the iiuhlic credit will bo good 
and there will bp uo dislurhaiico-s to un- 
spIIIp the minds of investors. This is 
parliiMilarly llip (■.•ise in Hrilisli Colum- 
bia, whcrp such a large proportion of 
the pay-rolls arc eoiiliiigciit npon the 
investment of outside capital. We 
grant that ■we are rapidly ai)proachii)g 
a time when we will become more 
and more independent of outside in- 
vestors, but we are .a long way short of 
being so yet. There is not the slightest 
.loiibl thai, if any iliilig should occur to 
renew the distnrbcil jiolilical <roiiditions 
Avhicli existed up to a few years ago. 
the first people t" feci the injurious ef 
f.'ct would be thi; wage-earners. \Ve 
liplieve that the great majorily of the 
Labor vole is comiiosnd of men of sound 
jmigmoiit and good general inforiuiitioii. 
If this were not the case, they would 
long ago havc> been led astray by fad- 
dists, of ivlioni there ;ire iilwnys a gre;il ! 
many, ready lo iinniise ;inything and | 
100 often self-deluded liy funciful tlip- 
fiiies. lint liillicrlii the Ijabor vote has 
discoiiutPd all sufli fairy tales. Wo 
.submit that there never was a lime in 
the history of the provim o « lien it is 
more necessary lo do this than now. -V 
Labor man's vole is iis viilnalde lo him 
as the vote of the capiLalisL is to its 
liossessor. In the coining election every 
Avage-eamer will have alt ecpinl voice 
ill determining the inimediatP future of 
the i)rovinci. with llic lii-ln'si iiulividual 
in the conulry. It would bp a great 
pity to give such a vote for the udvance- 
mrnt of some particidar fad in pollticnl 
I'ciiriomy. or in the hope "f securing a 
.~,c:ii in the li';;islatiirc of some man. j 
who claims in an especial niamier lo 
represent wagc-enmers. Let every 
ivorkingman ask himself the nuestion: 
\\liiit, liavi' I or those who look t" me 
I'l.i- siipiiorl to gain by bringing aliont a 
|ioliiic:ii rliaiigc in British Columbia at 
llic present timeV Lot liitu honestly de- 
<Mdp if there is any real measure of re- 
form, in which he is inlerpsted, that is 
not just .Ts likely to he advanced by ro- 
laining the iirespnt governmeiu in pow- 
er a;i by c'lit ribnt iiig to its defeat. 

The Labor I'arty cannot liope lo so- 
cnre a majority in the nest House. The 
most that can be hoped for by even 
the irosl. snnguiup of thai party is llmt 
thoy inay elect a .siitlicii'Mt iiuniber of 
mpiiibers to be al)le to (lictato lo -vvhicli- 
pvpr parly comes out of tlic elections 
with a majorily. We do not think this j 
a position Hint any workingiunii, who j 
projinrly appreciates what is due to

It Is not at 
all o.Ktraordiuary llmt Mr. llacdonald 
sliould think that lio would make a 
liottor iirenilcr than Mr. McBrlde, nor 
that Mr. Oliver should think that he 
would shine In the office of Chief Coin- 
missloner. nor that Mr, Mclnnes 
should think that he can do pretty 
nearly anything just a Utile bettor 
than an.vono else. "\Vo are all built 
that way.

This is a point upon which the elec- 
torate cannot be expected to grow en- 
thusiastic.

The Canadian pi'iivinces were poor in 
liopiilalioii and wealth. The idea of 
Coiifedprat ion had been suggested by 
Lord Durham, but it found nn m-ceju- 
aiice from ii peoi>|p, who had nothing in 
common <>xeept their allegiance to the 
British crown. Only two years hid^orp 
Vancouver Island had been erected into 
a crowa colony, but British Cohinihia 
was not even a name. Yet at this iiiiip 
Doiiiihl .\. Sinilli was n man of ;U 
years, with an alread.v arduous exiieri- 
cnce in llie service of tlic Uudson's Bay 
Company. 

His Lordship's risp in the olllcinl list 
"lis not es|iecially rapid, but he became 
(.■hief I'^iHior in due course, and .-ifter- 
wtirds was made Kesident tioverrior anil 
(.'liief Commissioner of the Company. In 
IStiO he lirst came piMaiinently before 
tlic people of Cunudn, when ho was ap' 
pointed Special ('ommis.<!ioiior to inrpilro 
inio the Kiel rebellion, in which eapiiciiy 
he showed great. roiiriige and liirl. 
When .Manitoba was organized into a 
province he was elected as a member 
for W'ianippg. He hecamo a mpmher 
of the Northwest Council, and afier- 
wanls eiilei-ed the House ,d' ('oninuuis. 
lirsl from .Selkirk and afterwards from 
Montreal West. He retired from politi- 
cal life ill LSOli, and was made High 
f'ommissioiicr and a iiiember of the 
Privy Couni-il for (.'amula. He was 
never very pronounced in his political 
allilialions, having supported both Sir 
,Lihn Macdonahl iiiid .Alexaiidpr Mac- 
kenzie, and aflerwiirils occupied an in- 
dppenileiit iiosition. His greatest work 
in Canada lias been bis part in the con- 
slriiciinn of the ( ■ainid ia n I'.-icilii'. He 
had liiiil railway exiierience before en- 
gaging ill tills enterprise, having bccu 
associiitPd with James .J. Hill and 
Georite Stephen, as lie was then caileil, 
In Ihe St. I'aiil. .Miniieaiiolis ^ .Manii.>- 
ba Uailway, and with Stephen and 
others in the New Bruuswick Railway. 
He lina al.io been, and we lielieve now 
is. closely identilied with llie (ireal 
.Northern Hallway, lie was Uniuhted in 
1880, and in the (Jueens .liibilee year 
was raised to the peerage. 

The wealth which he has accumulated 
during his long ami very successful life 
is very great, bill he has always been 
an exceediiinly liberal giver. Ill every 
respect lie has shown himself to be an 
cxcelleiil citizen.

Under tlio ocean wave, fur. far away, 
th'S'8 tlie poor sea auiuinLs live, sans air. 
sans sunlight, sans heat, hut with arti- 
ficial lights of their own, With brilliantly 
colored bodies and with unimaginable 
conaitions of liviiig. 

^he ocean explorers say so, and they 
ought to know, for thev have gone and 
seen and luvestignted tiie linny folk and 
their dripping houses. Dr. L<iuis .Inubiii, 
who holas the chair of zoology in thi^ 
ITuiversity of PariB, and I'rof. Syiiney 
J, Hiokaon, who has the same chair in 
' Viotorta university of M-uiebeder, are 
among the latter day men to peer into 
the lowest regions ot tlie waters, and 
thoy report that the temperature is only 
a few degrees above frtioziug point, thai 
the nhyssea of the deep sea arc abso- 
lutely dark, so far as actual sunlight is 
concerned, that the pressure Is enorm- 
ous, that there is little or no movement 
of tlie v.-ater, that the oceau floor is car- 
peted with a uuiforiu flue, soft nitid, and 
that there is no plant life. 

The landKibber can understand all 
these couditlims except the enorraoUM 
pressure. At a depth of '^,oOO fathoms 
the prwsnro, roughly speaking, is two 
and a half tons per square inch- that is, 
several times greater than the pressure 
exerted by the steam upon the piston ot 
the most powerful engine. That is to 
.?ay, the pressure per sauaro inch upon 
the body of every detiize!) of the 
ocean floor is about 25 times greater 
than the pressure that will drive a rail- 
way train. Things do not explode in 
the land of tlie ocean aoor. Tbej^ "im- 
plode." Some of the ocean flood ex- 
plorers made a stncUing experiment with 
"imploding." 

They hermetically sealed up at both 
ends & Mek glass tube full of air, sev- 
eral inches in length. This sealed tube 
Was wrapped in llannel and placed in a 
wide copper tube, construct«d with boles 
• at both ends. This was sent down to a 
depth, of J.OOO fathoms. When drawn 
up the copper tube case w.as found bulg- 
ed inwards opposite the plate where the 
glass tube lay, just as if it had been 
einmplcd inward by being violently 
."^iiueezed. 'J'lie glass lube itself witliin 
the llnniiol wrapi>er had been reduced tu 
a lino powder almost like snow. 

The denizens of the deep are accus- 
tomed, of course, and aiiaptcd to the 
huge pressure, and, lienee, immune from 
imploding, but they are liable for all 
That, to an anonmlous sort vif accident 
not found aimuig the casualties listed in 
the accident iii.surance coiiipuiiie.s— 
namely; thai of tniubling upwards. If, 
in cluising their prey, or for any other 
reasou tliey rise tu a considerable dis- 
tance above the lloor of the ocean, the 
gases of their swiiiiniiiig bladder become 
considerably exptiniled ami their specific 
gravity greatly reduced. 

Up to a certain limit the muscles of 
their bodies can counteract the tendency 
to float upwards and enable the fish to 
regain its proper sphere of lite at the 
..-■bottom, but beyond that limit the mus- 
cles are not strong enough to drive the 
body downwards. The fish becomes more 
and more distemled as it goes, and grad- 
ually is killed on its long and involun- 
tary journey to the surface of the hea. 

The pressure varies with the depth. 
The waters of the ocean have been di- 
vided into two superposed layers of uii- 
eiiual lliiel'iiess. The suiierliclal layer is 
illuiniiialed by the light of day; tlie 
other, heiieath. tlie sunlight iievr ii'Mie- 
tr.'iles. F<pur hundred yards below llie 
,surf;ii'i. there is not a traee of sunliirht, 
ICvcu this limit is theoretical rather than 
practical. I'.evoiid 2<)ll yards the light is 
so feeble that plains and all ve^-nialiou 
and the herbivorous animals vanish; he- 
low in tile iirofuimder water:*, in a night 
like llie iii'..'hl of the caviis, unreached 
by n single ray from old Sol, persist the 
hiirdv carnivora, the flesh eaters. 

Hut all doop sea residents are not snp- 
])osed to live in darkness. The famous 
phosphoveseeio'c of the .sea is one of the 
most beautiful phenomena which it is 
]iossible to conteiiiiilato. "After leaving 
the Cape Verde islands," wrote the lale 
navigator. Sir Wyvllle Thomson, "the 
sea was a perfect bloze of phosphoros- 
ceuce. There was no moon, and, al- 
though the night was perfectly clear and 
the stare snone brightly, the lustre of 
the heavens was fairly eclipsed by that 
of. the «ea. It was easy to read the 
amallest print, sitting at the alter jir.rt 
In my cahin, and the bows shed on either 
Bide rapidly widening wedges of radi- 
ance so vivid as to throw the sails and 
rigging into distinct lighls and sha- 
dows." ^ ... 

•Prof Sydney Hickson, of t ambrulge, 
England, says" that a similar light may 
be eeen in the llanda sens where, on 
Clear nights, the whole surface ol the 
ocean seems to be ii sheet of milky liie. 
The light is not only to be seen where 
the crests of Nvaves are breaking or e 
surface disturbed by the bows .d the 
boat, it reaches as far as tlw .'ye can 
felhnvK. It i« siippo»<cd to he luriushod 
l,v the myriads of living creatures which 
i.mil luminous beams of light not only 
near the surface but also at the pro-,

Aiiy 
one fniiml eiui.l. lying ilie ro.val arms in 
this way wiilimil prcijier authority or 
falsely assuming the title of purveyor 
to Ihe sovereign or to any of the princes 
or princesses of tho blood is liable to 
imprisonment. Since the accessi.m of 
King Edward qaite a large niimbm' of 
hhiglidh manufacturers and tradi>sm.'ii 
have been bronght into court ami niiilci- 



eil in large' aiuoiiuts for using Ihe royal 
arni.s without authority. The wori'unts 
are withdrawn in the case of, bauk- 
ritptcy,* or even in the event of any 
<inestioiuible dealiugB ou tho part of the 
tirni eoncurnea. Tlie appointment like- 
wise becomes void by tlie change of the 
desiguiitioii of tlio lirm, liy the death of 
Ihe Individual ]i!irtners or directors in 
whose names the warrants have been 
granted, and by the demise of tho sover- 
eign. Thus all uppointmcius of purvey- 
ors to Qneen Victoria Uip'sod with her | 
death. 

How Warrants Are Issued.

Willi n^gal•d I'l tjiieen .\li'.\andra, cer- 
tain of her purveyors receive their war 
rants from her lord chamberlain, who is 
Ihe Earl of Howe, while olliers are is- 
sued by her mistress of the robes, who

ihorouKhly be understood that the se- 
leiiions are made by the royal person- 
ages in (incstioji themselves, and that 
111.' names nnd seals of the dignitaries 
tigiiring on the warrant are merely tlinsc 
of the executors of tlie rijyal eominaiKls 
in the matter. 

The mers fact of tlie king having 
niaiic a piirchattc from a firm does not 
eon for upon tho lotter any right to style 
itself "purveyor to his majesty," Indeed, 
till.' king, the iiaeeii, and the royal honse- 
hohl may be buying tilings from a con- 
cern all the year round, lint unless it 
receives a rnynl warrant, signeii and 
sealed in due fonii, it is liable to get 
into serious trouble if it ventures I'l 
adopt the royal arms nnd tlio style of 
piri veyor •'by appointment."

Thus, the driig- 
gisi 1.) the king and <iueen is aiMJointed 
in the same way as tin,' royal physicians 
ami surgeons, iillhoiigh, uiililce them, he 
uses ili(? royal a.ms for trade |mr[ioses.

The king has a saddler at Buda'- 
pest, eau de cologne milkers at Cologne, 
a furrier at Quebec, Canada; seller.s of 
faney goods at Frankfort-on-the-Maiti 
nnd "ill \'ienna, a seller of seeds ntl 
Ilyercs, a wine grower at Bronte, in 
Sicily; a pholograiilier at Cairo, a maker 
of cherry brandy at Copenha.gen, a bis- 
cuit milker ni Florence, a liagpi])e 
maker lit .Mierdeen, barber in London, 
and even ii horse knocker — that is to 
.-ay, II mail who miike^ it his linsinoss 
to kill horses, and who, for a coiisid- 
eralioii, puts royal nags out of their 
mi>ery when the dictates of humanity 
d.-mainl llieir departure for another 
wovl.l. 

The royal purveyors by appointment, 
"iitl iir :i(IO ill number, have formed 
lliemselves into nn Inorporated associa- 
rmii, the organiiiation of which dates 
ba.k sixty years ago. 

Display Goods at Palace. 



.V..S 11 general rule, kings ami queens 
do u..t visit ihe shops for Ilie purjiose 
of buying, s;ive when abroad, where 
I hey are relatively iiiikiiowii. In tlicir" 
own cii|iiluls ihey are so much in dan- 
ger of being cr.iwileil ami even inolibed 
if tlii!y show llieinselvi's in any store 
that tlie^v lind it more convenient, to 
have their purveyors bring seleclions of 
their wares to tho palace. In Knglnnd 
the wnrraut .holder in iinestiou is uoti- 
lied by some member of the household 
that the ancen, for instanee, 'wiU see 
him on a certain day, and he is likewise 
furnished with some information as to 
the nature of the goods which lie is ex- 
pected to bring with liim. On the day 
in ipiestion the things are taken to the 
P'tlaee, and are placed on exhibiliim iu 
rooms prepared for tho purpose, it be- 
ing a strict rule that every article! should 
he hibeleil with the price. Somctitnes

Mark Twain, iu coutiuuing his auto- 
biography in the Nortli American Ite- 
view, for December, tells how he 
"fought" a duel.

The most successful feals from a 
thcalric viewpniiii are (accomplished bv 
ijicans of direct commiitiieation witii 
tlie well-adverli.scfl woniaii of "occult'' 
powers and Oriental secrets picked tip 
in Howery and intisoiims. This coiiinmni- 
cntion with the "iniml render" is 
through secret toleplioiwis and lele- 
graphs; Ihe palming of written ipips- 
lioiis which liavc been duplicated on 
Ihe chemically prepared pads given lo 
the (iiiestioncrs in the audience, uuft 
liy other mechanical means Avith which 
the public is more or less fnniilinr. 

However, there are conditions of the 
mind well Imown to physicians and 
psychologists whero apparently Ihe 
sensitive subject can anil does read Ihe 
tlioiighls of others. These condition.s 
of Ihe mind have nothing siipernutnrni 
or .strictly abiinriiial about them. The

imago. 1 have experimenlej with hun- 
dreds in this iiarticular matter and thus 
have a basis for my statement. 

You also have lo be on your guard as 
10 the vocation of your subject, for those 
individuals acciisioined. to the manipula- 
tion of figures are apt to he careless of 
their strokes, and, sirauge to say, retain 



but hazy mental images of them. Their 
work has produced a sort of niechauieiil 
iiiovcincnL of bolli brain and futictioii 
and it.s resultant nnisciilar niovcmeuts; 
somotliing analogous to the conditions 
found in tlie typewriter and linotype op- 
erator, whoso letters come and go with- 
out leaving any mental imago as Ihey 
mechanically touch them. 

'The explanation of so-called mind 
reading in which subject and opera lor 
are not in contact, but stand wide apart, 
is not diftlcult for the psychologist, to 
nnderslaml, and I will try to make it 
clear in the lay ii-ndcr. 1 am now refer- 
ring lo legltimale experiments, <'orrect 
ph.vsiological and psychological phenom- 
ena in whicli we do observe absolute aud 
indispiilable "mind" reading hy "thought 
readers," such as have- been done by 
Pickman and Oiniherland in public aud 
by man.v others in jirivalo clinics. 

.Such phenomena are rationally lo bo 
explained by Ihe heightened sense of 
sight and hearing. As I have explained 
above, b.v both leniperameuC and train- 
ing tlie .operator— the one who "reads tlie 
thoughts" of others — becomes able to 
conceutrote bis ■\viiole attention, his cn- 
l irc mind, upon .one particular avenue, of 
sense. As in cfirtain hypnotic and cata- 
leptohl slates, all distractions are elimin- 
ated by suppression, and only one or 
two avenues of sense are left open.

IVisinya, llie Bahylonia rain wliicli the 
excavations for the I'liiversity of Clii- 
ago have recently exposed, and which 
oldest city now known, 
revealeii in its lowest strata material 
whicli bus yielded ail iinnsual ahnnilaiice 
of liglii upon Ihe origins of some most 
coiniiioii things. As valiuihle as were 
tile marlile statues from tlie Bismya 
Temple, the gold jewelry from Ihe 
graves, and Ihe lieaiilifnil.v' engraved and 
inlaid vasi>s of alabaster and onyx, siill 
more valuable for the study of primitive 
civilization were the little fragments of 
clay and slono to whicli most people 
would hardly give a passintr glance. 

U'liile 1 was standing at the edge of 
a trench which was lieing dug through 
the residential portion of Uisinya. a 
workman upturned with his pick a small 
clay object Ihe size of a large orange. 
Carefully brushing the dirt from it, he 
examined it, and, ob.serving that it was 
so liglit thnt it must be lioUow, he shook 
it nt his ear. A faint sound came from 
within. Later, as the clay beciune free 
from the moisture of the ground, the 
sound became louder, closely resenihling 
that made liy a haliy'-. tin rattle. In- 
deed, the lillle clav nlijecl was the raltle 
of a Babylonian bahy of r.,(llll) years ago, 
for that was the date of tiie iiisi.-ripiion 
found ill llie encasing dirt, 'i'lie raltle 
was inaili' liy |ilaciiig a few ]ii'lililes in a 
small saner-shaped dish, and lief.ir.' the 
clny wa■^ dried, a similar dish wav in- 
verted iipiiii it. and as the edges were 
liressed togptlipr. It hollow spherical clay 
ball, with the pebbles inside, was 
f..rine.l.

peared. The mnd, while soft, had been 
nioulded into rpctangulnr, and placpd in 
the sun to dry. The poorer of the na- 
tives of .Mesopotamia still emi.!oy no 
otiier building material. It was not far 
from 4.100 B.C. that the first burned 
bricks were made. The inventor n/i 
donlit wa.s some observing, half-naked 
Babylonian, wlio noticed that the soft 
mild upon wliich he hnilt his camp hre 
became as hard as a stone. So well 
were the enrly bricks burned that even 
now after nioi-e than (idOO years, upon 
the upper surface of ever.v brick may lie 
seen tlie impressions of tlie lingers of the 
man who shiiped them. Because of tlieir 
convex surface tliey could not well lie 
laid llatwise in the wall, as niodern 
bricks are placed, ^o tlie ancient mason 
set them upon edge, leaning them 
against each oilier, herring-iione-wise, as 
the arcliiieologist would sii.v, leaving 
large spaces between tlieiii lo he tilled 
with soft mud or with tlie biluineu from 
the hot springs near by. 

The Briekmaker's Mark 

The ranker's mark upon our modern 
bricks is not a recent invention, for it 
has lieeii employed from the time bricks 
were lirst niiiilc. In ancient times, 
bricks were not innnufnctnred hv one 
person niul sold lo the general 'trade.

Breaking 
the mud eorerirg away, wp found upon 
its under surface the distinct impression 
of the threads of a woven cloth. The 
cloth itself disappeared, but the impres- 
sion showed that it had been placed over 
the niouih of the jar, nud then smeared 
over with mud. 

'I'll iiio.si people it is a mystery )io\v 
the American Indians formed their nr- 
nm- hciiils and oilier iinplenienis from 
the hardest stone. .Still more remark- 
able i\ns the work upon stone in the 
ancient lialiylonian times. Tlii- chief 
weapon of war was Ihe sling, wilh its 
balls of linrd clay, yet sloiie arrow heads 
have hciMi found. Tlie most common of 
nil stone implements was Ihe Hint saw, 
an .'X.'eedingly thin [liece of sl<ine, alioni 
hiilf-aii-iiich ill width and with iiiilclieK 
upon both edges lo serve ns teeth. 'Wilh 
the fragment of one 1 liail no ililllcully 
in sawing through 11 stick of considerabh' 
size, 'J'hc lathe for turiiing .'^lone wa.s 
known as early as 4.")()() B.C.. for beiin- 
lifully turned vnse.s of onyx, alabaster, 
granite, and porpliyry tvom thnt age ap- 
peared .at Bismyo, and . large number 
of small stone c.vJiuders 'iijion wliicli 
were piigriived ■ vorlotvs ' devices have 
come lo •light.

Origin of tho Steeple 

N'ariniis explanations of the origin of 
the e-hiireli .steeple have been ailvanced 
Whether the clock tower of the mediaii- 
val cathedral, or the dome of the .lew isli 
.synngogtip, or the Mohammedan minaret, 1 
or the Egyptian obelisk be regarded as 
an ancestor, we find its first parent iu 
the tpniple of the earliest Babylonian 
days, 'i'he lirst temple W08 but a .mound 
of dirt, iiiiiiii which the image of the 
god ami the offerings to it were placed. 
As civilization increa»eil tho wound, 
grew higher, with various stages and ex- 1 
terior .stairways. Later, chambers for | 
the priests about the base of the lower 
were constructed, and the shrine was 
tfiinsferred from the suramit of the 
tower to them, yet tlie tower remained. 
'I'lie ruins of one lower near Babylon 
slill reach LjII feet a'love the plain. 

Thus civilization which we are iiierm- 
eil to think is niodern, or perhap.s never 
quite so advanced us now, and which e 
would believe ifi largely tho fruit of our; 
own labors, is shown to be of an exceed- 
ingly slow growth. To almnst more than • 
any other man the gratitude of the 
world is due to him who discovered that 
the clay beneath his camp lire had burn- 
ed hani — he thus discovered the brick of 
which most of the great structures of the 
modern world are made; or to that other 
ancient who accidentally revolved the 
hoard upon whicli he was shaping clay,; 
for he invented the potter's wheel, and ' 
the lieaiitiful shapes of modem ceramic i 
an resulted; or to him who first inter-' 
twined the lihres or the leaves as n cov- 
ering for his nakedness — he invented 
the art of weaving.

To every 
departure from the platform the party 
Iin.-.-is gave Its aiiprovtil. Where, as In 
the case of the Huntington Gleaner, 
there wore protests, the organs united 
to abuse tho critic. Honest Liberals 1 
wore denounced as Tories in disguise.' 
and fair discussion was frowned; 
down. It Is because of this attitude 
on the part of the Liberal press, 
uhiuher subsidlzea or not. that 
the gradual disappearance of the 
Iirlnclples Is to be attributed. It Is be- 
cause of the failure ,0 protest llrnily ■ 
and decisively ugaiiisl wrong tliat the 
grafting has been liitriiduc d, ami that 
the dreadful election system has been 
brought to Us present state of criminal 
etilciency.

'■U'on-y canmil help llie pasi; it injures 
the present and it is useless ;;s to ihe 
fiitiire. Uo that which is next to your 
haml as best you can. You' are not res- 
ponsible for resiilis." .\nd a greater 
antli'iiily lliau ihem all s.iid: "Sutllcienl 
until the (lay is ilie evil tliereoC." 

We (iftou hear persons speak of ilic 
reinarkiible manner in which the |ieoi'le

Duke of Cambridg:e, recently published, 
there are some loiters from Qricen Vic- 
toria. In (iiie of theiii she .speaks of 
the cruelty exlontlcd by soino Kngllsli- 
men lo Hindus, and'shc thinks- this all 
the inuro strfingo, seeliig "that they 
are of the sumo race as ourselves," 
moaning thor(d).^• thai lliey onghl nol to 
lie confoiiiuled will! the Yellow, Black 
or Copi)er-c(jlored imnpli.-s. The r-'- 
mark of Her Jlii.jesty was based upon 
the opinion of nio.st ctlinologistH timt 
there Is' a distinct race of people, who 
may be for coiivon iem-e called the In- 
ilo-( lermaiiie. embracing most of 
Ihc ))d|iiiliitioii of l';iir()]ic, ]-:aslern Asia 
and Hindustan. This is only a very 
general classification, for over all the 
area mentioned there are people, who 
seem lo be of dilferenl origin. Some 
Unius the expression Aryan Is ii.scd in 
tills great faniil}, but this strictl.v 
speaking only appltos to that section 
of the rnee, which inhabits H.-ns.il, Tbc 
tberir.v'nf the racial unity of jicople .ip- 
parontly so dherse as the Celts, the 
Persians and the Ucngalesc is btised 
upon .similarity in-lunguagc. If a few 
words are found to be common to s<'V- 
I ra I hiii.L;iiai;i's, Ibe infercncd wnild b<^ 
diil.v thai Ibe pciiple.s .spciikinK tbeni 
had lifid more or less intercourse with 
each other, especially when those words 
are the iiaiiios of things not in very 
('ntiiiiidii iisd. Thus we ndoiit man.v 
Wdi'ils from (lie Crencli and the l-'rench 
many from us, but no one would rely 
upon this as showing a unity between 
Crouch and I'/Ugllsh. When, however, 
vcr.N- nmiiy of llie cnninidncst words In 
Iwn nr innr.' Inngiiagcs arc fiiuml to bo 
radically alike, the inference is that they 
are only variants of an original, longuo 
common to the ancestors of all the pco- 
|d(> speaking llinso IniiMiiuiges. ll is b.v 
inv csl iealidiis aldiij^ llmsf .-iiid slniihir 
lines llial the identity ot origin of what 
arc called the InUo-Gormanlc peoples 
has been established. Perhaps It has 
nol been lixed (pillo beyoiul a doubl, 
1)111 eerlainl.v Ihe <>vlilence is so vol- 
uminous and of such ;i conclusive ha- 
.turo, that it seems to render any other 
view Impossible. All tl;o European 
people liave not been Identified as he- 
Iniiging lo this grouj). The Itussians, 
the Poles, tlio Turks, the (jirecks and 
the Portuguese and some others seem 
to bo of another family. Then there 
nr(-' the flasinK's and the ancient Swiss, 
numerically small 11 Is true, but .-ip- 
pareully entirely distinct from any of 
tlio races by which they arc surround- 
ed. Tho investigations referred to 
coiniihitidy dlsi)Ose of tlio division of 
llio luiniaii race into live families, 
which was tho universal notion not 
very long ago and is still popularly ac- 
cepted. Many persons suppose that 
Ibis latter is ji very ancient dh-isinn, 
ami the IcMisl.-iliiie nf r.rltisli Colum- 
bia has passed acts in which the ex- 
pression "Caucasian Race" occurs. This 
is a purely nrtifieial term, and is in 
point of fact nol a \'ery old one. 

So far as ascertained facts warrant 
I here are many races that have nol 
been suggestively traced to a common 
origin, and which appear to be radical- 
ly dlfferiuit. lu I%iirn|in there are Ihrea 
nr fimr such branches nt' the luiman 
fainily. In Asia there seem to be as 
many more. In Africa there are sev- 
eral. In Amerifca wn know too little of 
the abnrglnal inhabitants to pretend to 
sa\' intd how many families Ihey iiitiy 
))ossibly l)e di\ ided. The ' Eskimos 
seem to be a race apart. So do the 
native Australians, the Maorles and 
the inhabitants nf Oceanica, 

This niipacciil (Ii\'ersi.ly of nriglii sug- 
gesi a very great antifiuity for tho 
human race. Assuming it as proved 
tlmt the Bcngalese and Celts, for ex- 
ample, were once luembers ol' one eom- 
iniinil.\-, as iho test of language iiuli- 
cales. lliiil miisl have been al an ii;;e 
far beyond the lilstoric period. W '.' 
have no means of measuring the J.hne 
rci|iilred lo ib'velop from the same 
stock lu(i jicnph's now so different. ]f 
we assniiie lhal men are all alike 
sprung from one original pair, wc are 
compelled lo admit that an e.xceedlngly 
Ion;; |ieriod must have transpired since 
this (ii'ininal pair began to increase and 
ninltipl.N', We must concede lime 
enough for all traces of similarity be- 
tween Ihe languages spoken by the sev-

The term almoner iii this coniipcii'in 
Is, perhaps, a little ambiguous, for tlio 
lady aLmoner is in no direct way c m- 
ni-clod witli the tiiviuK of "alms"; rallicr 
is slie there to in'i'voiu any 1ml tlmso 
win; ai'e .snilalilo ajiplioant s for friMj ad- 
vice from attoiidiiiu: llio liospital as out- 
patients. Her Work is, liriwovor, \ariod. 
for she is really a ^'o-hot woi-ii. wlinsi- du- 
ties lie lirsl willi the licis|)iial and iheii 
with tin; iiationi; she is iho (■(liun'i-l in;; 
link between the •liosidtal and then with 
llie i)ati('iit; she is Iho conncriiu^' link 
bot.wi'en the liosiiltal and the oui>iilo 
world, iukI botwooii llins" wlio pri'sciilio 
and those \vlio need adviee ami assisl- 
uuco in earrying out the preseriplionK. 

What, then, are the .special quiiini- 
cati-on.s retiuired for a hospital almoner V 
What prospects does llie profesHipii of- 
fer and what exactly are its dutieH? 

■Tiw reply to the first question is nr> 
doubtedly a love of the work, sympatliy 
wltli the deserving poor, s}'nii)ailiy with 
suffering hmnanity, and the ppirit of the 
true phUnnthropi.sl, who desires to help 
others in u way that does not weaken 
their indcpendenoe. 

Ko ouo (;an maki' a vrood almoner who 
takes up her. work merely as a pvofe:-- 
sion, a way of oarnin!; her livin^r, .she 
milHt like it, she iinisl nndorslaiid tlu^ 
poor, she niusl be nili'il imt only by the 
heart, but by the head, siiiee lier duly 
lies borli tn the h'lsjiiial and to the pali- 
oiit. It is essential, I liend'ore', that sln^ 
should br; ii well-ediica 1 imI woman with a 
fair e.vperieiice of iife, for she is hrouudir 
face to face with many .sor<liil realities 
and dilllcnlt problems. 

As in all other i)rofes.sions. a jieriod 
of Iraiiiiii}; is necessary, ami this in- 
Tolve^ !i course! of work under a char- 
ity organization local oommillee, as well 
a.s time spent in an almoner's olllee at ii 
Imspital. The \vork is by no means 
light, though intensely interesting, ami 
it h more or less of a sedentary charac- 
ter, and should only be undertaken by 
those who enjoy good health. 

The atmosphere of sickness is at nil 
limes, trying, 'and even .pionibers of (ho 
incdlc'al profession feel the nervous arid 
bodily exhaustion rcsn'.tinx from a long 



day's work in an out-patient's depart- 
ment. 

With regard to the opening afforded it 
must be remembered that as yat liospi^l 
almoner is a new profession. Still in Its 
infancy, and the salaries paid are not 
uniform, but vory with the dilfereat hos- 
pirals. They are, however, sutBcient 
to justify a well-educated woman In tak- 
in;; np the work though not sulUcient to 
tempt those Who think the salary given 
is of more importance than the work 

itself. 

What the W(U'k is. a day .spent in an 
.almoner's ollioc would ex]dain far bi'tter 
than any written dfscription. T'lie iiotn- 
al metliiiil employed varies willi differi'iil 
hosiiilals aiiil involves a jrood deal oi' 
clerical lalior in addition lo the aciiial 
iuterviewiiij; id' I 111' out-na I iriils. Tlir 
almoner work.-- hand in liaiid with tlie 
.st.'il'f of liio hospital, and il mi^rlil be 
saiti that her la'-k be,:;ins where the doc- 
tor's ends. 

The liiist of almoner is. porliaiis, best 
.suilQd to one who '.las already workeil 
amongst the poor and has learned lo nn- 
dor.'Jtand their manner of life. The ooeu- 
pation i-< niiist iiiterestiiig from what I 
bear, and should appeal to anyone who 
sludies social iiuestions.

'')y the coatumor and tho porruquler. 

A casual study of our modern Indies'

In the midst of the beHUtiful lake of 
St. Anne, Avhich lies to the northwest 
of Edmonton, there is an island some 
thirteen acres in extent.

Fifty rods nearer the sea lay lliei Am- 
erica on her bilges, and tlic sand wa.s 
sirewn with llie mosl lielerogeueoiis 
mns.i of i)liiiider thai ever gladdened the 
eyes of a wrecker. IJrand pianos, bales 
of silk, casks of brandy, (;ases of wine, 
furniture, c!otliing. liardw.-ire. and solid 
silver plnie were strewn for half a mile 
or more. A rough estimate placed this 
emptying of the ciisloiii house and resi- 
denees of ihe destroyed city at tifleen 
liiiiidred lliousand dollars. 

Our first work was to post a cordon 
of sentries, wliile a strong working 
party stov? in llie brandy casks, as we 
did not purpose having drunkenness add- 
ed 10 the other horrors surrounding us. 

One uf tile incidents of the morning 
■was ihe relurii of the boats crew from 
the wrecked America, not a mnii mis.=i- 
ing. and Ibe laconic reiiort of the 
youngster in eonuiiand: "Itetiirned on 
board. Sir. 1 have to report the loss 
of Ihe second cutter, iwelve oar.s, and 
two. boat hooks; but we saved the flag, 
sir." 

Dhe surviving Chileans and Peruvians 
promptly deserted their vespeclive ves- 1 
sels when they wore discovered to be ou 
dr.? laud, and were drowned by the Jie.\t 
incoming wave, -which, though not. a 
breaker, was high and powerful enough 
to sweep them away. 

What of the stricken city? We found 
only desolation and death there. Where 
once had stdod that pretty metropolis, 
a Hal. sandy plain stretched out before 
US. J'l.M'epi on the outskirts, liiglicr on 
the mouuinin. not a residence remained. 
Iliiill to weather seismic dist iirbain.'es, 
the houses were low. fc^v lioastitig a sec- 
ond storey, with li'.dit roofs and thick 
walls of adobe lirii l;. The shock lirsl 
leveled tiieni. .•Hid then the waves dis- 
solved and waslicd ilieiii away. On the 
higher slopes a few- houses, iiarl of a 
church anil a liiileoiis mass of debris, iii- 
ciudiii.g ninny corpses, were piled iwen- 
ly or ihirly i'eei liigli. This was all iliat 
remained oil earlli of llie once lloiiri-^li- 
iiig (■omiiiiiiiily of ten thousand iiiliabit- 
aiits. 

.\s for tbe Waleree. a c-irefiil survey 
revealed lier to lie prad ica liy iiiiacL. 
tlioiigli it was iiiipossible lo launch her. 
So, afler i-emoviiig the most vahmble 
part of her e(iui|iinenl. she n-as disposed 
of to a hotel coiit|iaiiy. Subsemienlly 
11 yellow- fever epidemic crippled that 
enterprise, and llii! veleran vessel Was 
used successively as a hospital, a store- 
bouse, and linnlly ns a target for the 
Cliileaii and Peruvian gunners. ■'But her 
gaunt iron ribs slill rise above tbe shift- 
ing liniids. unless the recent terromote, 
latest anil gi*»test of recorded onrth- 
(luakes. brought in its wake another 
wave nt ruin to erase her from tho oarili.

Schumann-HoJnck, now rated the 
greatest of all the \Y0j:'ld'8 contraltou, 
who la to sing at th« VletoMtv theatre 
here on tho ev^niiii: of Wfeanaidi^, Jan. 
9. 

Few prima donnas have had a harder 
istruggle for succchs than Mme. Schu- 
jnann-Helnolc. Her maldsn name was 
Jiirnestlne Roesslor, and »t<e waa a 
daughter of an Austrian ^wny offloer, 
who at tho time of hor I^lrth was sta- 
tioned at LlebGii, noar Prague. Her 
father had wretchedly amall pay, and 
the fp-nlly was very pior. Besides lier- 
salf ';oro were llireo Hlstora and a 
brother. 'AVhen alio waa ten years rild 
.she was .sent to tho Ur.sulli)C convent 
In Prague. There 11 was dlacovored by 
a, nv^n that she had a voice,, and while 
no attempt was made io educate her 
niuslclally, sh.o wns jilaccd Jh iMe choir, 
\vhere she sanj; entirely by ear. When 
she sauK well, she I'ecelved as a re- 
ward a klpful (a cookie 'with raisins.) 
If she made a slip slio had hor ears 
boxed. Thus her musical education 
consisted of ictpfcl and slaps. 

She was at the convent two years 
and a half. Then her father was 
transferred to Graz. There a singlnpr 
toaciicr named Marietta von Lieclair 
rccog.nlaecl (ho younpf ptlrl'.s talent, and 
through sheer deslro not to let ii go 
to waste, undertook to give Ernestine 
le^ssons witjliout compcn^sation. For two 
years she taught her nothing but exer- 
cises; then began giving her songs by 
jaendelBsohn, Shuberi.and others. The 
fflrl had at that time a deep contralto 
with no high notes. On one occasion 
tontoone who was callihsr on the sing' 
Ing teacher hqard tho pupil In an ad' 
■Joining room .«jliifilng Schubert's "Death 
and tho Maiden.- 

"I did not linow." said the \flsttor, 
smlHng grimly, "that you htid calves 
among your pupils." 

'^Ali,*' wfts Frauloin von Leclair's re- 
ply, "She is not a calf. She will some 
day bo a groat singor." 

When Ernestine was sixteen year.s 
old, Mavia Wilt, a famous primp, donnn 
(jf the Vienna opera carte to Graz for 
a borfortnancc of the Ninth symphony. 
Tfle yoUng girl was In a quartette and 
tho prima donna, tnuah pleased with 
her voltfe, r6oomraeAfled her so highly 
to the director of the Vienna opera that 
■ he sferu for hor to come and have her 
volco ^rled. Here was an opportunity 
- but also a dilemma. The family was 
so wretchedly poor that the father 
could not give hor the necessary sixty 
floHns to enable her to make tho trij). 
In her quandary she applied to the fa- 
mous Field Marshal lienodlk, who 
promptly gave her tho required 
amount. Acoordlnciy she went to Vien- 
na and sang for Director von Jaunor. 
Of her Qxporionce she saya: 

"I was a thin, aorawiiy girt, shock- 
ingly dressed. My clothes were of the 
poorest material and badU fitting. Al- 
together I suppose I did present a most 
impoverished apngafance. Tho director 
beard rib sing. Then after looking mo 
. over he said: 'You had better go homo 
and get fed up, and then go to a 
Mauser Institute.' — This is a German 
derisive term for a finishing school." 

The young aspirant went home brok- 
en hearted. She had hoped to bo nbhi 
to tell her parents that at last they had 
hor olT their hands, but she had made 
the trip to Vienna and back without 
result. 

Some time after this Matorna In 
pas.sing through Graz heard hor sing 
and on this prima donna's represen- 
tations she rocL'ivcd a request from 
the Dresden opera to go there and have 
her voice tried. Again her father could 
not furnish 'her ^wIth' .the means, and 
she borrowed the necessary amount 
from a friend. When tho trial came off 
she sang the Fides aria from "Le Pro- 
pheto," and tho brindisi from "Lucrezla 
Borlga," with the result that she was 
engaged at once. Director von Platon — 
a tall. Immaculately dressed and very 
aristocratic man was called in, and 
when he wa.s told tiKs result of iho 
trial he turned to her and said: 

"You are engaged at 3,G00 marks?" 
Are you satisfied?" 

"Satisfied!" exclaimed the poor girl, 



to whom it seemed as if a fortune had 
fallen into her lap from heaA'en; and 
with that she rushed up to the aristo- 
cratic director, and throwing. her arms 
aroupd him, ' lung to hla :n6ck,' When 
she had let go, he looked at her and 
.said; 

"But aren't yo\i a mere slip of a .ijirl 
to. go on the operatic stage'.'" 

"As for that," she answered, "I will 
promise to eat arid get fatter.' And 
besides I shall grovr larger of my own 
accord." 

When she went home and told of 
her experience, hor parents remember 
ing hor utter failure In Vienna, re 
fused to believe her, 

"Nonsense," exclaimed her fatliei-, 
"do you suppose they'd engage 
fright like you?" 

To make matters worse, week after 
week passed and no contract arrived 
Ernestine herself was hoglnnlng to ho 
nilcd with droiid, when at lust after 
six weeks the formidable looking docu- 
ment with tho big .seal attached, 
reached her. Then she had a very 
.sadb'-happy scene with her parents. 

Hor operatic debut was made in 
Dresden, on Sept. 7, 187S, as Azucena 
in "II Trovatoro." It was a .'iucoo£;.i- 
fnl debut. She waH in Dresilen four 
years,, singing mo.stly minor roles such 
as the Sheiihord In "Tannhauscr." Iler 
contract obliged her also to sing In 
church. Though she had been t.-alnci 
vocally, she had received little musical 
education and most of her singing was 
by ear. The conductor of the music in 
churcli was Herr Krebs, the husband of 
a famous contralto, Krebs-Mlchalaso, 
the greatest FUUs of her time. They 
wore tin- p.-ironts of Marie Krebs, tho 
piiinisio, wiio I'riJtn li<70 to 1872 gave 
L'UO concerts in America. 

Singing the conij'licuted church .sor- 
vicos by ear was (lultc a diiTcr(M\l mat- 
ter from singing la opera, and at a cor- 
pus Chrisli service betweou looking 
over tho rail at the court j)ooplo below 
and her lack of solid musical educa- 
tion, the young singer broke down in 
the middle of a big solo. Krebs was 
furious. 

"You wretched goose," lie exclaimed, 
'"You have spoiled the whole mass." 
At tho same time he struck her oVor 
tho arm with his baton, so hard a blow 
that the welt was visible for several 
days. From that moment she made up 
her mind that she must study, and, and 
she began taking a severe course of 
technical instruction with Franz Wul- 
Inor. 

She was in Dresden four years. Then 
she married a retired army officer 
named Hoink. The marriage giivo 
much displeasure, and she lost her 
Dresden engagement. After an Inter- 
val of a year, she received an engage- 
ment at tho theatre in Hamburg. Tho 
next rtve years were most unhappy for 
her. Har marriage did not turn out 
well. Her remuneration was small, and 
tho manager knowing her plight took 
advantage of her poor circumstances 
and obliged her not only to sing In 
opera bu,t to appear in farce and com- 
edy as -well. She had three children 
and wos expecting a fourth when the 
tenor Botol heard her sing. Ho was 
soon to have a benefit performance at 
kroll'.". In Berlin, antl being struck with 
her voice and acting, asked her if she 
would take part In this performance. 
Ho told her he could not jiay her — not 
even her traveling expenses, but that it 
would be a good opportunity for hor to 
i:c;ure a hearing In Berlin. .She con- 
sented, and borrowing onougli mone\' 
from a friend to travel thlrd-r-lass to 
tho German capital, she started on a 
night train, silting u]) all night nn the 
li.ird bench of a thii'd-elns.-i compart- 
ment. She arrived in Berlin early in 
the morning. The rehearsal was not 
until 10 O'clock, but she felt that she 
could not afford to go to a .hotel and 
rest, so she walked to the Thler Qar- 
tim, and sat there until' rehearsal time. 
When she entered KroU's, Botel 
ru.shed up to Iior exclaiming: 

"Well you really have come; We had 
given you up. Why didn't you go to 
the hotel as I told you." 

She explained that she thought She 
could not afford it. 

"Why," ho said, ".so long as you arc 
here you are my guest." 

Relating tho occurrence, Mme. Schu- 
mann- lloink always adds "to tlilnlc I 
had heon so oi'Dnomical and made my- 
self so uncomfortable for nothlngi" 

In tho evening she sang Azucena with 
overwhelming success. She was imme- 
diately engaged to give a series of per- 



formances; the following summer. Of 
course' the* director at Hamburg heard 
of the furore she had made, and some 
time after her fourth child had been 
born, ho came-, td^ lier' lbdglngs,> and 
askod hor if she would 'sing Fides the 
following night. She know she would 
have no chance to -rolioarse, but for 
years she had been begging lihii to let 
hor apiienr in some important rolo, and 
this was her opportunity. . So She wont 
on without a rehearsal and scored a 
tremendous muccosk. 

At tho time, one of tlic most noted 
prima doniia.s in (.k'rniaiiy was a mem- 
ber of tho Hamburg company, Slie was 
so piqued at Mme. Hcink's succes^s that 



' hiisiaess." ' Tlioreforc she consonterf 
tn liol[) the miiiinguineiit out, went on in 
tho L'voning. and scon.'J ii veritable 
Iriiniiph. TliB next week she 
saiiK Ortrud ia lii)hen;,'riii. The 
fiillowing muntli she learned and 
filing three new roles — Fiivor- 
ilii, Adriniio in "Itioii?;!," ami 
Ameris in ".Vida," besides sing- 
twoiit.\--t wo times in lier vi.'K»- 
lar repertoire. She then received a 
cdnsiderable increase in her salary, and 
lllled.."..many ^engagements ;in ..ooncerts 
and for .star performances v at other, 
opera houses, > At this time, too, she 
separated from her husband*' after- 
wards marrying' the actor Karl: Schu- 
mann, and taking her prpsent stage 
name. 

A .success at noyrcuth in 189fi led to 
lior engagement In I^ondon and Amor- 
lea, where she nuido her debut in ISUS. 
JIme. Schuinann-Heliik has a superb 
voice of both niesszo and contralto 
compass. Her Ortrud, Bragane, Wal-
